CHICAGO, July 20.—The Debs mani- 


festo resulting in the Overton edict 
warning all railroad men at the stock 
yards to desist from working or be 
"branded as scabs" seems to have had 
little effect Thursday on the men to 
whom it was addressed or upon the sit- 
uation at the stockyards generally 
Railroad employes returned to their 
work as usual, switching was continued 
and the packers seemed inclined to 
treat the matter as a joke. 


Tho receipts of tho different packing 


houses showed that- business was im- 
proving. There came in 13,000 head of 
cattle. 28,000 hogs and 5,000 sheep. Tho 
Stock Yards Co. will endeavor to 
solve the problem of securing protec- 
tion for its men outside of working 
hours by lodging and boarding them in 
its own buildings. Cots were placed in 
some of the houses Thursday. 
The 


rough treatment of workingmcn by 
strikers still goes on, and coupling pins 
nro being used on heads nearly as 
often as on trains. Considerable alarm 
is felt lest the fire of Wednesday night 
should prove to be only the first of 
a munber of outrages. 


At the Pullman works Thursday, 


Manager Middletoii was busily en- 
gaged registering men willing to work. 
The announcement that the shops will 
open as soon as a sntlieicnt force is se- 
cured has developed considerable weak- 
ness among tho strikers, nnd it is 
claimed in two hours Thursday the 
manager registered 325 men. A force 
of about 1,000 men will be necessary 
before the works will resume.

WASHINGTON, July 20.—The cruiser

concerning tho necessity for sending 
tho Columbia is tho following bulletin 
given to the press: 


"According to a dispatch received by 


the secretary of tho navy, dated New 
Orleans, July 10, the situation at Illuo- 
fiolds on July 13 Is reported as follows: 
'The Mosquitos have control of lUuc- 
fields, and tho acting Nicaraguan com- 
missioner has gone to Rama." 


It is stated on authority, however, 


that tho United Stales had not recog- 
nized the government of Chief Clar- 
ence, and that Commander O'Neill had 
no instructions which would permit 
him to make any recognition other 
than what would be implied by hold- 
ing the Mosquito chieftuiii responsible 
for the safety of Americans and their 
property so long as ho is in control of 
attuirs lit lllnauolds.

think there arc three good reasons for 
sending tho Columbia to lilucliolcls, 
and that the administration was prob- 
nlily influenced by all of them in issu- 
ing tho order. 


First, there is likely to ba considera- 


ble fighting, as Nicaragua has no idea 
of giving np control of tho Mosquito 
country, and American lives and prop- 
erty would bo apt to suffer in the ab- 
sence of a strong American force. 
Second, It would teem advisable In 
such a crisis to have an ofllccr of high 
rank and great experience, and Capt. 
Suinncr Is possessed of these In a grout 
degree. Lastly, the personnel of the 
Columbia needs active service and dis- 
cipline, and a tour of duty in the trop- 
ics would bo beneficial.

is electricity even now that it Is so 
widely utilized for mechanical pur- 
poses, that its vagaries In nature ex- 
cito tho utmost Interest. The ques- 
tion recently discussed by Italian sci- 
entists, as to whether a bird can bo 
struck by lightning, seems to bo an- 
swered In the affirmative by the de- 
struction of a whole flock of wild 
gceso on April 30 last. Twenty-two of 
thernT 
flying north 
over Casnovia, 


Mich., wore slain by a bolt from the 
sky. 
Such an 
extraordinary event 


would 
have- "been regarded as an 


ominous portend a century or two ago. 
The action of lightning1 as an explo- 
sive is a subject that has elicited 
special attention from tho weather 
bureau of late. Up to date no theory 
has been found to account for it satis- 
factorily. 
On April 30, 1604, a brick 


house at Kcokuk, la., was struck and 
completely wrecked as If a bombshell 
had done the work. One day earlier a 
farmhouse near Kiowa, Kan., the prop- 
erty of D. K. Straeter, was completely 
ruined by a bolt, tho roof, doors and 
windows looking- as if they had boon 
shot full of holes. At Barborton, O., 
on June 18, 1803, the dwelling of Wil- 
liam Martin waa literally torn to frag- 
ments by a similar agency. 


Inasmuch as two hundred people are 


killed every year by lightning in tho 
United States speolal protection for the 
person Is surely called for. One in- 
genious scientist mentioned by the 
Philadelphia Times has devised an um- 
brella with small copper chains at- 
tached, to the end of tho ribs. These 
are long enough to reach tho ground. 
A thunder-storm coming up, they are 
loosened and permitted to dangle, 
while the owner of tho contrivance 
walks along In perfect security. Under 
ench circumstances metal about one's 
body is dangerous—for example, tho 
wires in a lady's bounet. But this peril 
may bo overcome by fastening similar 
chains or copper threads to tho frame- 
work of the headgear. Though a bolt 
should destroy the bonnet, the elec- 
tricity would spare the wearer and pass 
off into tho ground. An Instance on 
record is that of a lady who raised her 
arm to shut a window as rain began to 
fall on a summer's day. There was a 
sudden blaze of light and, though sho

This, scientific men 
say, is quite usual when lightning 
strikes, being duo to an excess of ozone 
generated by the electricity. Tho at- 
mosphere In- its usual condition con- 
tains one ten-thousandth part of ozone. 
When this proportion la Increased In- 
convenience is felt by men and ani- 
mals- It has been suggested that eome- 
timcs persons found dead after a stroke 
of lightning-, though showing-no marks 
of injury, may have been suffocated by 
ozone. 


Lightning does occasionally striko 


twico in tho same place. A few yeara 
ago St. Aloyaius' church in Washington 
suffered. A flash ran down the light 
ning rod to within twenty feet of tho 
ground. Then It left the rod, passed 
through twenty feet of air space to a 
water pipe and broko a washstand. 
Six years later the same thing was re- 
peated in every detail, the electricity 
leaving tho rod at tho same point, 
jumping to the water plpo and smash- 
ing to pieces the washstand, which had 
not been mended. The Church of the 
Incarnation, in Washington, was al*o 
badly hit. To prevent a repetition ot 
the accident the edifice was protected 
by a very elaborate and costly system 
of rods. Tho most Important rod, of 
oourso, protects the steeple. It ought 
to terminate in a sharp point, but tho 
church authorities thought it more ap- 
propriate that it should bo surmounted 
by a cross, on top of which was placed 
a rooster. Thus the usefulness of the 
defensive contrivance has been almost 
wholly destroyed, for so it stands at 
present. 


Tho introduction of lightning rods In 


Roman Catholic countries was strongly 
opposed on religious grounds. Pioua 
persons declared that the devices were 
of the devil, and called them "heretio 
rods." It was a long time before the 
churches would adopt them, though 
buildings of that description have al- 
ways been the greatest sufferers from 
celestial flro, on account of their tall 
steeples. 
During the last century a 


certain church in Carlnthla was struck 
so.of ten that services wero discontinued 
during tho summer months. It was hit 
four or five times a. year on an average.

A Plant That Is Remarkable In Bloro 


IVaTB Than Ono. 


"One of tho greatest curiosities I 


ever met with in my travels," said Prof. 
Philip L. Newman, of Cincinnati, to a 
St. I-ouls Globe-Democrat man recent- 
ly, "Is the sunflower that blooms in 
the nprthern portion of Siberia, where 
the earth is continually covered with a 
coating of snow and frost. This won- 
derful plant shoots forth from the 
frozen soil on tho first day of the year 
and reaches the height of about three 
feet; It blooms on the third day, re- 
mains open twenty-four hours, and 
then returns to its original elements. 
It shines for a single day, then the 
stem, leaves and flower are converted 
into sno\v. Tho loaves are three In 
number. The flower is star-shaped, its 
petals about as long as the leaves and 
about half an inch wide. On the third 
day tho extremities of the leaves show- 
little glistening specks, like diamonds, 
about the slzo of tho head of a pin. 
These are the seeds of this queer flow- 
er. I was told that on one occasion 
some of these seeds were gathered and 
hastily transported to St. Petersburg. 
They were thero placed In a bed of 
snow, where they were kept until the 
first of the following year, when tho 
sunflower burst forth and was greatly 
admired and wondered at by all who 
saw It"

the manufacture of. cowpox into this 
country. He maintained this industry 
for mnny years and then turned It over 
to his son. The latter continued tho 
production of virus for vncclnation 
purposes, but desiring to learn more 
about the disease for which he wns 
manufnet\irlng tho. preventive, hocnmo 
to Dr. Ernst's laboratory and entered 
upon n scries of experiments. This 
work he continued until his fatal ill- 
ness. On hia death ded, just previous 
to a surgical operation, he committed 
to Dr. Ernst an necount of his discov- 
eries. This Btory Dr. Ernst told to tho 
bacteriologists. 
Accustomed ns they 


were to having their credulity taxed 
by tho revelations in their peculiar 
field of research, these gen tic men could 
hardly believe in tho results of Dr. 
Martin's work. 


Dr. Martin began his investigation 


by collecting from smallpox patients a 
large number and variety of bacteria. 
Ho bred from those bacteria. Or, in 
the language of bacteriology, he got 
cultures. With these cultures he in- 
oculated tho enlves and the calves pro- 
duced cowpox. Prom this cowpox -he 
took virus nnd vaccinated children. 
The matter "took" with al! the vigor 
of the best virus. The operation was 
repeated until Dr. Martin was sure he 
had found the baotcriii which onuses 
smallpox. He described It to Dr. Ernst 
aa "a short, fine bacillus with rounded 
ends." 


Obtaining tho bacteria from people 


with smallpox, Dr. Martin reproduced 
them through no fewer than fourteen 
generations of cultures. 
Ho dipped 


points in the tube containing the four- 
teenth cultxire and gave them to Dr. 
Williams. Tho latter vaccinated with 
these points and got perfect vaccina- 
tion results in one or two cases. Dr. 
Martin himself did not carry his exper- 
iments far enough to establish this 
from hia own observation. Ue tried 
ten cases of vaccination direct from 
culture tubes but none of them "took." 
But he innoeulated many calves direct 
from liis culture tubes and produced 
cowpox. In fact, Dr. Ernstsaid much of 
tho virus sent from the Martin establish- 
ment for two years was produced iipo"rr- 
the cajvcs by inoculations from the- cul- 
ture tubes.
